EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Bradley B. Jensen (Reg. No. 46,801) on June 13, 2002. The application has been amended as 
follows:

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6, 7, 9-13, 15 and 16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner is 
unaware of any prior art which suggests a semiconductor device with an alignment feature 
formed in the lead frame such that the alignment feature is encompassed by an insulating 
material along the edge of the device Furthermore the examiner is unaware of any prior art 
which suggests a semiconductor device with an alignment feature formed in the lead frame but 
electrically isolated from it at the same time. 

4 Ries et al. (USPN 4,958,214) discloses a package which helps to align a semiconductor 
device. However this alignment package is not a part of the lead frame and therefore teaches 
away from the applicant's invention. 
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5. Hollingsworth et al. (USPN 5,521,428) discloses a lead frame with holes. However these 
holes are not electrically isolated from the leads or encompassed by an insulating material. 
Therefore the device of Hollingsworth does not teach the applicant's invention.
